Jersey City. June 19.— Once more 
the prosecution In the case of Thomas 
G. Barker, on trial for the shooting of 
the Rev. John Keller, of Arlington, 
blocked tbe defense in its efforts to 
bring out the ttory of the motive that 
moved the priaoner when he attempt- 
ed the Iffe of bis former friend. Bark 
er was called to tho witness stand on 
the opening of court, and in reply to 
questions of his counsel, he began to 
describe bis movements on Feb. 3. 
the morning of the shooting. He said 
be left borne to buy a newspaper. He 
said he met Mr. Keller on Beach 
street. Keller stopped and said 
"Good morning, Mr. Barker." Here 
the witness Mraightened tip in bis 
ebair and continued: "I replied to 
Keller and said 'you damned villain, 
you outraged my wife,' and then — " 

"I object, 1 object, stop, stop, ' 
ehouted County I'rosecntor Ki\vi;i 
Tbe court ruled not to allow further 
testimony on this point and then 
Barker started to tell what happened 
after the shooting. He safd he jumpwl 
on a car and went alone to th<' to\s!i 
ball, wbkh was in contradiction of 
tcitimony for tbe state that be was 
accompanied by Mr. Buckley, a neigh- 
bor. The witness started to tell what 
a sleepless night he had spent before 
the shooting and about his nervons 
and excited condition. He was proni])!- 
ly stopped by the prosecutor and the 
objection was sustained. 

Barker's testimony regarding the 
passing of words with Keller before 
the shooting contradicts the stati- 
ments of the latter. Witness detailed 
a Quarrel bad with Keller because tbe 
latter bad borrowed |83 from Mrs. 
Barker in April 1899, the last of which 
was paid in .Marc h, ll'OH. Previous to 
that Incident, the relations Of Keller 
irlth witness and his wife had been 
Tery friendly, they frequently bicycled 
together and witness presented Keller 
with a bicycle. Witness said he did 
not know until January that his wife 
bad left Mr. Keller's church. 

Mrs. Mary Barker, wife of the de- 
fendant, was called to the stand. She 
■aid she bad b««n married to Barker 
for four years and bad knOwn Mr. 
Keller about 10 years. She said Kel- 
ler was in the habit of Tisitiftg their 
borne four or five times ft week. Mrs. 
Baiker was queattoned as to be^r con- 
nection witb tbe Trinity mission, of 
which Mr. Keller was rector. 

"Why did you sever your connec- 
tion with the mission?" 

"Because Mr. Keller outraged me. " 
Tbe aaswar was without hesitancy. 

The prosecutor objected vigorously, 
but Judge Blair let qnestlon and an- 
swer stand.

Olaslat Argumenu In the Appeal of 
RoUnd Mulinens. 

Buffalo, June 19.— The argument of 
the appeal of Roland B. Mollneaux, 
tbe alleged poisoner of Mrs. Kather- 
Ine J. Adanis. was resumed before 
the court of appeals. Ex-Senator 
David B. Hill for the people made a 
number of additions to tbe authori- 
ties and decisions referred to In his 
brief and then took up tbe question 
of the guilt of the defendant; remind- 
ing the court that not once in its ar- 
gument had the other side avowtd 
tlia innocence of the accused. He in- 
glited that it bad been proved by the 
overwhelming evidence that Mollnoux 
had written the letters and the ad- 
dresB on the poison package and that 
bis guilt was clearly established. He 
■aid It was not material who bought 
tbe bottlebolder and drew attention 
to the fact that Sellers, MoUneui's 
friend and assistant, bad never set 
foot In New York after the arrest, Mr. 
Hill also dwelt on the fact that 
Moibieux was a chemist and describ 
ed bis laboratory and tbe poisons 
which It contained. 

Mr. Mill: 'inn, replying to a criti- 
cism that hn bad not declared the in- 
nocence of the defendant, explained 
that he had not made a practice of ob- 
truding bis personal beliefs in an ar- 
gument of a legal question. He said 
the Cornisb envelopes bad not been 
found and there were no postmarks to 
connect visits of Molineux to New 
York witb those postmarks. When 
Mr. MiUbun closed tbe cas« was sub- 
mitted.

Garment ^lakers Demand a Change 
In Present Coatfitlons. 

New York. June 19.<^A strUie of 
30,000 garment workers in tbe state of 
New York during tbe next month is 
said to be contemplated. They de- 
mand shorter hourB« better sanita- 
tion of factories, improved conditions 
of labor. Increase In wages, tbe recog- 
nition of the union and the adoption 
of the union label. The union has 
acquired considerable strength in the 
west, where Its crusade in favor of 
cleaner factories and the adoption of 
the union label as an evidence of san- 
itary conditions surrounding labor 
has met with warm public approval. 

Conditions In Cftina. 
Santiago de Cuba. June 19. — Sir 
William Van Horne, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Canadian 
Railway company, who has been in 
Cuba for some time past supervising 
his railroad Interests In this Island, 
sailed for lioston on a fruit steamer. 
He said he was greatly pleased with 
the progress of railway construction 
in Cuba. He bad never seen better 
results concerniaK tbe eondttlons and 
he was pleased witb the Cuban and 
Spanish labor which was better than 
anticipatrd. Sir William expects to 
complete the road between Santiago 
and Santa Clara within a year, which 
will give connection witb Havana and 
all other parts of tbe island. 

Russia and Unole tarn. 

Washington, June 19. — Count Cas- 
sini, the Russian ambassador. In dis- 
cussing the latest phases of the ta. iff 
Issue which has arisen between Rus- 
sia and the United States, said that 
the Issues do not seem to blm to be 
very grave and ba Is bopeful that 
they will be satisfactorily adjusted. 
He said the action of Russia is an 
economic move pure and simple, and 
is quite certain that it Is due to no 
aatagoStsm againat the United States, 
Count Catsltti said no special signifl- 
oance could attach to a matter of 
purely commercial nature. He said 
be knew nothing of any European 
nOTament against American producta. 

At the Cash Register Works. 

Dayton, O.. June 19.— The National 
Cash Register company resumed work 
witb all departments Oiled except the 
molders, carpenters and machlaista. 
The woodworkers are at work. Owing 
to short notice there are some ab- 
sences from tbe city, but In these In- 
stances tbe men left word they would 
return when notifled. There were 500 
men outside of the regular employes 
at the main entrance seeking work In 
various iiepaituients. One thousand 
eight hundred employes are now at 
work. 



Copper Company Incresses. 
Trenton, N. J.. June 19. — The Amal- 
gamated Copper company filed a cer- 
tificate increasing its capital stock 
from $75,000,000 to 9155,000.000. Tbe 
certificate is signed by Anson Flower, 
president, and William C. Rockefeller, 
secretary of the company. The pur- 
pose of tbe Increase Is to purchase 
the Butte and Boston and Butte and 
Montana companies, which Is permit- 
ted by the decision of the court of er- 
rors and appeals refusing tO C MtlBUe 
the temporary injunction. 

Receiver For a Railroad. 
Savannah, Ga.. June 19.— At San- 
dersville, William N. Hobbs of Syl- 
vanla, was appointed temporary re- 
ceiver for tbe Byltanla railroad upon 
the application of the Central of 
Georgia railway. It is alleged that tbe 
tbe Sylvania railroad has defaulted 
upon the interest on a |33,o(»o mort- 
gage held by the Central. Tbe appli- 
cation for a pmuuitat receiYar will 
be made a t TennlUe.

Harrisburg. Pa.. June 19.— The 
house passed Anally on special order.« 
the two bills supplemental to the 
Rapid Transit acts signed by the gov 
ernor reieiitly. 'l ie se bills were in- 
troduced and passed in the senate 
last week and they now go to tbe gov- 
ernor for bis action. Tbe one consti- 
tuting the governor, secretary of 
state and attorney general, a board 
to pass on applications for rapid tran- 
sit franchises was viciously attacked 
by several anti-administration Repub- 
licana and Democrats. In tbe course 
of a speech, Mr. Coray of I.nzerne, a 
Republican leader of what i.. known 
as the "Insuigent" element, said: 
"Two weeks ago the otlice of the set 
retary of the commonwealth present- 
ed a scene which will go down in his 
tory. There were a lot of hungry par 
asites and a lot of millionaires pres- 
ent in obedience to the orders they 
had received to raid the treasury 
They carried away valuable franchis- 
es and now it is proposed to prevent 
others from getting similar favors b- 
placing the power to grant them in 
the hands of a Imard. Mr. Coiay s:iid 
the people were opposed to the rapid- 
ity Witb wbkh these bills were passed 
by the legislature. "The time will 
come," be concluded, "when the peo- 
ple will sweep your infernal machine 
off the face of the earth." 

Mr. Hall (Rep.) of Allegheny, said 
this legislation is a very poor climax 
to what has already been enacted. 

Mr. Mayne (Dem.) of Lehigh, char- 
acterized the legislation as Infamous 
and protested ajrainst its passat;e. He 
said this legislature had become a 
stench and byword to the public and 
that its only chance to redeem itdc-l: 
was by defeating these bills. 

Mr. McClain (Rep.) of Lancaster, 
said in defense of the measure that 
many applications were made at the 
state department for charters that 
were to be used for purely specula- 
tive purposes and this bill la to pre- 
vent such speculation in charters.

Managua, Nicaragua, June 19.— The

of an Interoceanlc canal being con- 
structed, but have discovered another 
proper and convenient site. At this 
point a stratum of rock extends aciosa 
the river, a few feet below the bed 
and extaada into tha banka on each 
side. 

A Former Senator. 
Dover, N. II.. June 19.— Former 
Governor P. C. Henry of Manchester, 
died at tha home of bis sonin-iaw, 
Charles H. Pish. He was 73 years of 
age.

Afeoat to Be M>i|.|ie<i to His Lata

London. June 19.— Tbe North G> i 
man Lloyd steamer Koenlgen Luise, 
which sails from Bremen, June 22.

former Governor Haz( n S. PIngree of 
Michigan, who died here Tuesday 
night, after a brief lllnesa. Last 
March Mr, PIngree started on a trip 
to South Africa, which resiilted In his 
death at London. Mr. PIngree was 61 
years of age and was one of Michi- 
gan's most eminent men. As mayor 
of Detroit and later as governor of 
Michigan, he effected many reforms. 

Detroit In Mourning. 
Detroit, Mich.. June 19.— All tbe 
flags in the city are floating at half 
mast, out of respect to the memory of 
ex-Governor PIngree, whose death in 
London is almost the sole topic of 
conversation on the streets. . Expres- 
sions of deep and sincere regret are 
heard on every band, and tbe papers 
are filled with eulogies of the dead ex- 
governor from friends and former po- 
litical foes alike. The common coun- 
cil adopted fitting resolutions on the 
death of Detroit's best known mayor. 
As a whole, the city Is more deeply 
moved by Pingree's death than by the 
loss of any public man In many de- 
cades. 

More Interurbans Marged.

Negotia- 
tions, it is learned, are under way by 
which the Mahoning electrical system 
will also be absorbed by the big syn- 
dicate.

Well, Frank, I will try and write you a tew 
lines about these Islands over here and will tell 
you there are lot* of h— 1 over here, sure. 

The Hblllpplues are a bunch of trouble gath- 
ered together on tbe westeru horizon ol civiliza- 
tion. They are bounded on tbe north by rocks 
and destruction, on the east by typhoons and 
monsoons, on the south by cannibals and earth- 
quakea and on the weat by boodoolsm and 
tmunlera. The climate ia a ayatem of electrical 
cbaDgaa, adapted aapceially to raialug h— 1. The 
■oil hett ia eztraordlnarUy fertile, prodncing 
lam* crop* of laattmctloa and trlokarjr. Tbe 
Inhabltanti are vary tadoatilotia, their ehief oo- 
capation belBg tnneli bnlldioa and the mana- 
faotnie of bole* and kniraa and tetoadiag Rem- 
iogton oartndgaa. Their amoaemaata an eock 
flKbting, moat* d*allag, (taallns and ob*atln(. 
Their grub eoBalil* el boiled rice, stewed rice, 
fried rio* and rio*. Their marriages here are 
great : the oeremony ia very impressive, espec- 
ially the claoa* wherein the wife is given the 
privilege of working as much aa the husband de- 
sires. The beast of bnrden Is the carribao. On 
a three mile Journey only ten days' ratious are 
required. For a trip of 100 miles ttie driver 
would die of old age bofore reaching his desti- 
nation. The rivers are serpentine In course, 
till ir currents niiinintf in opposition tn nil laws 
ol KraN itation. Manila, the capital and princi- 
pal city. Is situated on Manila Hay, a large land- 
lo< ked body of water (uU of tilth, sharks and 
.Spanish submarine mines, t 'avite, the next < ity 
ol Importaace, is noted for iu natural fa( illties 
for a naval station and for Its large number of 
salooi]s and Cbluatiien. The principal exports 
are nee, hemp and war bulletins. The princi- 
pal iniporu are American soldiers, arms, ammu- 
nition, beer, whisky and tobacco. 

Malaria Is so prevalent that on several occas- 
ions the Islands have been shaken with a chill, 
f.uzon, the largest group established with the 
numerous islands by substituting tbe mosquito 
for the carrier pigeon, the mosquito being much 
larger aud better able to eadur* tbe fatigue of 
the Journey. The native coatume ia a flour sack 
tied around th* waist. Tbe ohildren under 
twelve yean of age wait until th* next year for 
their dothea. Tbe town* are an aggregation of 
xhacks, full of Aith, fleas, cur dom, eat*, horses, 
pigs, chicken*, flie*. oaribao*. b*d bug* and ants 
and tbe family all alaeping together on terms of 
vquallty. Tbe native drink here it a corker and 
it it called bene. It will turely make drunk 
come. It is made of tarantula Juice, cactus 
Juice, bamboo roots, ooooanut biUlt, bananna 
sulks, barbed wire and lightning.
